Despite the fact that it wasn’t 
quite completed, Indiana State 
University’s Laboratory School, 
which housed State High School, 
opened its doors in September 
1935. The new school replaced 
the Normal Training School, 
housed in what was then Indiana 
State Teachers Colleges Ad- 
ministration Building. 

By the time the new school 
opened in August, the furniture 
and equipment had been moved 
in and all except the library was 
ready for the opening of school. 
However, the north portion of the 
building was incomplete and 
wouldn’t be ready for about two 
years. 

The original plans were for the 
library to occupy the north corner 
of the section on the Seventh 
Street side. But, at the school’s 
opening, the library was housed 
in a long room extending between 
the north and south stairways on 
the second floor on the Eighth 
Street side of the building. A 
classroom across the hall was 
provided for use as a work room 
and office. 

When the north section was 
completed, it housed the Speech 
Department, the Sycamore 
Theater, and the Music Depart- 
ment. The library remained in 
the original location. 

Dedication ceremonies were 
conducted Nov. 12, 1937, for this 
building and also for Parson’s 
Hall, when Warren Miller of 
Miller and Yeager Architects 
presented both buildings to the 
College Board in a ceremony 
conducted in the new Sycamore 
Theater. An address, “The 
Laboratory School and its Func- 
tions in a Teachers College,” was 
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Laboratory School's predecessor was the Normal Training 


School, housed in this building on ISU’s campus. 


University of Chicago. 

About 9,000 books were 
transferred from the Children’s 
Room in the College Library. 
These were boxed and moved in 
August 1935, but none of the 
library furniture or equipment 
arrived until the last of October. 
A few chairs, a desk and a 
typewriter were brought in from 
another department for use in 
the work room. Not until late 
October could the library really 
function. 

The school’s first principal was 
Dr. Olis G. Jamison, Paul Wolf 
was the coach and teachers 
included Maribah Clark and 
Grace DeVaney. 

The College Library furnished 
a part-time student helper, with 
Bonnie Barrick as the first. 

A few high school study groups 
were assigned to the library. 


Grades... one. .&£hrougb... ix. were... 
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scheduled to come to the library 
each week. At this time, the 
children borrowed and returned 
books. Part of each period was 
used as a story period or for a 
discussion of books and authors. 


In the summer of 1937, the 
first Library Science students 
were assigned to the library for 
field work and, from that time, 
library science students were an 
important part of the library 
program. High school pupils also 
were encouraged to serve as 
helpers in the library. 


Through the first 10 years, 
there were many changes in the 
teaching staff and in the cur- 
riculum, but the ultimate goal of 
the school remained the same — 
to make it a learning center for 
the children and also for the

was the recipient of Indiana 
State University’s prestigious 
Caleb Mills Distinguished 
Teaching Award in 1973. 

“She’s one person,” he also 
noted, “who has come back for 
every celebration and occasion 
related to the Lab School.” 

Williams holds a bachelor’s in 
English and Latin from Indiana 
State Teachers College and a 
master’s in English from Colum- 
bia University. She also com- 
pleted post-master’s degree study 
at the University of Chicago and 
Indiana State University. 

After her graduation in 1930 
from Indiana State, she taught at 
Honey Creek High School, 
Pimento High School and Rankin 
Junior High School before going 
to the Laboratory School in 1943. 

ISU’s News Bureau reports 
that Williams “designed and in- 
itiated the first phase-elective 
English program in Indiana 
which has been operating suc- 
cessfully since 1965.” 

She also received the honor 
given by the Indiana Council of 
Teachers of English, The Kemper 
McComb Award, in 1974 for her 
“faithful and productive service 
to the improvement of the 
teaching of English, her 
outstanding contributions to the 
Council and her service to the 
local community.” 

At the national level, she was 
a writing contest judge for the 
National Council of Teachers of 
English beginning in 1957. 

Williams was the faculty ad- 
visor for the school’s publications 
the yearbook and the 
newspaper — and she “did school 
publicity for many, many years,”

she said. In addition to her 
teaching and advising duties, she 
was also Dean of Girls. 

One of the legacies she left 
behind when she retired were 
writings, documents and photo- 
graphs detailing the schod s his- 
tory. 

Teachers at the school, she 
said, “were like a family group. 
We were way ahead of our times 
with that school. We were doing 
many things then that theyre 
doing now [in other schools]." 

“She is one of our teachers who 
has always had a special place in 
our memories of State High as a 
teacher and as a friend,” wrote 
Sandra K. and John Roberts of 
Lake Wales, Fla. 

Sandra Roberts recalled that 
Williams helped her find her first 
job and added that she and John 
Roberts “both have memories of 
her that go beyond teacher and 
student.” 

Nancy Lou Roundtree Hinds 
remembers Williams helping her 
when she had trouble with her 
grades, saying the teacher and 
dean “would help you as much as 
she could.” 

“Always fair . . . a good listener 

. understanding — patient,” 
were some of the things Darrell 
Roundtree said of Williams. 

She had “a genuine love for 
students [and was] concerned for 
[each] student's welfare," he said. 
“She challenged each of her 
students to do their very best 
{and was] an excellent role model 
for students.” 

Williams “still keeps in touch 
with her students and is still 
intested in what they are doing,” 
he added. 
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Girls take courses 
to help war effort 


*No, these are not food 
grinders, neither are they patent 
dish washers. They are more 
stern equipment than that, and 
girls, young womeh from 14 to 17 
years, are manipulating them at 
the Laboratory School work shop. 

"When their class lessons are 
finished, you can employ them to 
solder, to make metal work at a 
lathe, or at a bench, just like a 
man, and you will find them most 
efficient." 

So began an article in the Oct. 
25, 1942, Sunday newspaper 
reporting on a class at State High 
that trained the females to take 
over the jobs of their male 
counterparts during wartime. 

"There are women, grown 
women," newspaper reporter 
Anna Bowles Wiley noted, "doing 
tasks that heretofore have been 


left for the male pursuasion to 
accomplish, and the best of it all 
is they are doing the job, too. 
“It is really amazing how 
women seem to have a natural 
bent for the work. You would 
guess that they might be 
awkward with machines." 
Even before that time, 
however, in 1925, Sylvan Yeager 
offered a course in industrial arts 
for girls at the Laboratory 
School's predecessor, the Normal 
Training School. While it focused 
on home appliances, “it was the 
first time such a course was 
opened to girls in this section of 
the country," the newspaper said. 
The 1942 course was taught by 
Wayne Schomer, who is now vice 
president emeritus of Indiana 
State University's Department of 


Development and Public Affairs. | b

in the study of aeronautics 


Students at State High spent 
time in the early 1940s making 
model airplanes — but it was for 
a good reason. An class dealing 
with the elements of aeronautics 
not only helped prepare the 
students for a career in aviation, 
it also helped the war effort by 
providing pilots for the nation’s 
defense. 

And, in the fall of 1942, the 
class had an additional element 
rare for the era — 17-year-old 
Louise Skelly joined 13 of her 
male counterparts in one such 
class taught by Paul Wolf and 
Wayne Schomer. 

“Miss Skelly hopes to be in a 
ferry command when she has 
finished her course,” an Oct. 14, 
1942, article in the Terre Haute 
Sunday Tribune and Terre Haute 
Sunday Star recounted. 

“That is the focal point for her 
effort and it is believed that she 
will succeed in her endeavor. 


Miss Skelly is a very capable 
young woman. She is reported to 
be an adept in the work.” 
Skelly’s fellow students were 
Tommy Abbinett, Bill Cox, Fran- 
cis Davis, Joel Dluges, Jim 
Giglio, Wilbur Ramsey, Duane 
Klueh, Robert Ray, kDan Shan- 


non,, Jimmy Snyder, Wayne 
Wade, Max Walker and Bill 
Waugh. 


The course was divided into 
seven parts, the paper said: 
“Learning to fly, aerodynamics, 


planes really fly if they are 
constructed correctly, and most 
of them have been a success,” the 
newspaper said. 

Building models served 
another purpose, too — that of 
helping identify the different 
types of allied and enemy aircraft 
for the war effort. “Students at 
the Laboratory School have built 
a large number of model

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It began with the ‘Test Tube’ 
Names of publications varied at State 


School publications appeared 
as projects at various grade 
levels in the Laboratory School of 
Indiana State Teachers College 
during the first 10 years. 

The first of these, known as the 
“Test Tube,” came out in the fall 
of 1935 88 a work of the high 
school class in journalism under 
the direction of Clarence Morgan. 
Any member of the junior or 
senior class was permitted to 
enroll and assume active duty on 
the publication. 

The "Test Tube" followed the 
paper known as "The Junior 
Statesman" of the Training 
School, which was published

intermittently under the 
leadership of Miss Margaret 
Gillum, teacher of English. 

During the first two years of its 
publication, the “Test Tube” was 
hectographed, then mimeo- 
graphed and finally, in 1939, 
became a four-column, four-page 
printed paper. It remained a 
product of the class in journalism 
under the direction of Morgan, 
then Hubert Smith, and finally 
Neal Hines. 

Subscriptions were sold in all 
home rooms and copies were sold 
in the corridors to finance the 
publication, but the paper was 
discontinued in the spring of 


1938 because it was not self- 
sustaining. In the school years of 
1940-1942, it was revived for one 
year in mimeographed form. 

The year 1935 also gave to 
State a one-page hectographed 
news sheet called “The Radio,” 
broadcasting the important hap- 
penings of the third grade with 
Miss Olga Andrews as teacher. 

This was followed in 1936 by 
the “Herald” reporting news from 
gradé three under the same 
teacher. A similar news sheet 
-came in hectographed form in 
1938-1939 from the fifth grade 
with Miss Conchita Farquahar as 
sponsor. 


Another interesting publica- 
tion from the elementary school 
which came into being in the year 
1941-1942 was the "Scoop." This 
four-page mimeographed paper 
appeared in four issues at 
various times during the year as 
a project of grade six under the 
direction of Fred Harris. 

In 1939, the first school annual 
was published in the Laboratory 
School. The book was named the 
“Analyst” by Marylee Manson, 
sophomore in the high school, 
and had for its first editor, Jack 
Mankin. 

The “Analyst” continued in 
1945 to report the happenings of 
the school year at State and was 


a project of the senior class. It 
was under the supervision of the 
senior class sponsors. Miss 
Kathryn Kennedy and Miss 
Gertrude Ewing who worked 
with each group either as sponsor 
or co-sponsor deserved much 
credit for the perpetuation of the 
“Analyst.” 


Among those pupils working as 
editors or assistant editors dur- 
ing the years were Mankin, Ed 
Mabley, Standau Weinbrecht, 
Ulta Thomas. Marilee Manson, 
Phyllis Berman, Art Rogers, 
Donna May Smith, Bill Harris, 
Mary Jo Williams and Bill 
Lockhart.

Class of 1965 Sectional Basketball Champs 
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Klueh — once an athlete, always an athlete

The role of coaches in an 
athlete’s success is often un- 
derestimated, but not by Duane 
Klueh.. ——— 

Klueh, voted as State High 
School's best athlete, credits Paul 
Wolf and the legendary John 
Wooden for helping him achieve 
his many successes. Klueh 


played basketball for Wolf at 


State High, graduating in 1943, 
then played two of his four 
seasons at Indiana State for 
Wooden. 

“I think its a great honor,” 
Klueh said of his selection as best 
athlete. ^I think its even more 
significant since State High 
doesn't exist any more. 

“I had the honor of playing for 
a wonderful coach in Paul Wolf," 
he continued. *He is one of the 
best fundamental coaches I ever 
saw. He taught us the basics, and 


Duane Klueh during his college days at Indiana State. 
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he's one of the best coaches to 
ever hit the pike." 

Wolf went on to be a successful 
baseball coach at ISU. 

Wooden, who went on to win 10 
consecutive national cham- 
pionships at UCLA, was similar 
to Wolf in coaching style and in 
his fundamental approach. 

“He was just a marvelous coach 
and a very special person," Klueh 
said. “We all knew he was a very 
special man that his success at 

CLA didn't surprise any of us. 
I used the style of both men when 
I coached.” 

Klueh said many of the former 
ISU players under Wooden have 
a reunion occasionally, and he 
last spoke to Wooden two or three 
years ago. 

“I spoke to him quite frequent- 
ly when I was still coaching," 
Klueh said. *We got together at 
coaching clinics, and I did some 
scouting for him in the Midwest 
when he was at UCLA." 

Klueh also played tennis at 
State High, a public school which 
served the area surrounding the 
Indiana State campus, and éven 
tried his hand at another sport. 

“We had six-man football and4- 
played that a little bit,” the 65- 
year-old Klueh said. “I wasn’t 
very big or very good, but it was 


Klueh went on to star at ISU 
and is still the schooľs fifth- 
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leading scorer — trailing Larry 
Bird, John Sherman Williams, 
Jerry Newsom and Butch Wade. 
Klueh scored 1,432 points in his 
91-game career for an average of 


15.7 points per game. 
Klueh then played two 
professional seasons, for the 


Denver Nuggets and the Fort 
Wayne Zollner Pistons, before 
starting his coaching career “at 
Fowler High School in northeast 
Indiana. Klueh coached for four 
seasons there, -winning three 
sectional championships. 

“That was quite a thrill,” 
Klueh said. “They hadn’t won 
very much up there and it was 
pretty exciting.” 

Klueh then became head coach 
at Indiana State, staying at the 
helm for 12 seasons. He compiled 
a 183-121 record for a .602 
winning percentage before giving 
way to Gordon Stauffer after his 
best two seasons — a 22-6 mark 
in 1965-66 and a 21-5 slate in 
1966-67. 

He pulled double duty for 
many of those years, serving as 
head tennis coach for 25 seasons 
prior to 1980. After his retire- 


-ment in 1988, he came back to 


coach one more season before 
calling it quits for good. 

Tennis has remained a passion 
of Klueh’s even in his retirement 
years, and he stays active in 
senior tournaments. He com-

peted in all four of the United 
States Tennis Association na- 
tional tournaments this year 
with an outstanding record. 

He was runnerup in both the 
grass courts tourney at Catskills, 
Long Island, N.Y. and in the clay 
courts tournament at Knoxville, 
Tenn. He placed in the final eight 
in the hardcourt finals at Santa 
Barbara, Calif., and was in the 
final 16 in the indoor finals at 
Seattle. 

“I had a pretty good year,” he 
understated. “When the new 
national rankings come out in 
January, I should be in the top 
10.” 

Klueh and his wife have seven 
children, who are spread out all 
over the country. 

“I play a lot of tennis and do a 
lot of traveling,” he said. 
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— fine arts а 


Phil Minton will tell you he 
was not an athlete at State High, 
but in some athletic circles 
around the world he’s probably 
the school’s most famous alum- 


nus. 

The 1958 graduate of State 
High is internationally known in 
the field of martial arts, and has 
a fifth-degree black belt in 
taekwondo, a fourth-degree black 
belt in judo and a second-degree 
black belt in aikido. 

Minton, who operates the 
Terre Haute Taekwo Family 
Center and who is chairman of 
the art department at Otter 
Creek Junior High School, was 
modest about his nomination as 
one of the school's finest athletes. 

“I was actually an artist in 
school," he told The Tribune-Star 
this week. In a letter he wrote to 
the “Remember State High" com- 
mittee, he added, "My one and 
only athletic endeavor [at State 
High] involved trying out for the 
basketball team and not being 
chosen." 

But it was State High where he 
received the inspiration to study 
art — and, indirectly, the in- 
spiration to study martial arts. 

Professor John Laska provided 
the inspiration in art, Minton 
said. 

"I was fairly good at drawing 
and painting, but I believe Mr. 
Laska saw much more. He saw 
my willingness to learn and 
become the best I could be,” said 
Minton. “Academically, I was a 
late bloomer. My grades im- 
proved much in high school and 
through my mentor, John Laska, 
I was able to obtain a full 
Scholarship to John Herron Art 
Institute, one of the top art 
colleges in the U.S." 

. Minton also credited Dr. Mar- 
orie McDaniels and Vera 

right, the latter a music 
teacher at Wiley, for special 
assistance in improving his 
English.

While at John Herron, Minton 
also began studying martial arts 
— again inspired by an en- 
counter at State High. 

"During my senior year at 
State High, I was on the wrong 
end of a self-defense encounter," 
he explained. “I decided that the 
ability to defend oneself was like 
any other skill — it takes 
knowledge, experience and dis- 
cipline.” 

The result was an association 
with the martial arts that has 
resulted in state and national 
championships. He is also vice 
president of the American 


Taekwondo Association, the 
largest martial arts organization 
in the world. _ 

"Although I have won many 
trophies in competition апа 
athletic awards of which I am 
very proud, I believe that I am 
most proud that I have the ability 
to teach in two fields I so enjoy,” 
Minton said. 

“I strorigty believe my lessons 
in perseverance from State High 
teachers and my ability to 
achieve in the field of art gave me 
the courage and confidence to 
pursue yet another field of art — 
the martial arts,” he concluded.

“On behalf of the student body, 
we the Analyst Staff, wish to 
thank our team for its outstand- 
Ing work throughout the basket- 
ball season. For the first time in 
the history of State Laboratory, 
we have triumphed over the city 
Schools and carried away the City 
Championship. This could not 

ave been possible if the ‘Young 
Sycamores' had not worked as a 
unit and followed the clever 
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instructions of Coach Paul Wolf. 
A victory of this kind means more 
to a school such as State than it 
would to one of the larger high 
schools of the city, since there are 
fewer boys from which to choose. 
With proper training and strong 
determination, you, our team, 
not only took first place in the 
City, but top rank in the State 
Sectionals.

“Paul Wolf is without a doubt 
the best basketball coach we've 
ever had in Terre Haute." 


Quick, fans, who said that? 

You're wrong if you said it was 
any of Wolf's former State High 
layers. No, those words came 
rom former coach Howard 
Sharpe, who has been a Paul 
Wolf admirer ever since Sharpe 
coached Terre Haute’s 
Gerstmeyer. 


“He was way ahead of his 
time," Sharpe continued, 
"especially in the way he had 
things so well organized. He was 
really hard to beat, ] don't care 
what his material was like." 


Wolf was a long-time coach at 
State High after he had played 
minor league baseball for several 
seasons, rising as high as Class 
AAA Indianapolis. 


Wolfs advice was sought by 
many young coaches, one of 
whom was Duane Klueh, perhaps 
the best player Wolf ever coached 
at State High. 


*When I became a high school 
basketball coach at Fowler,” 
Klueh recalled, “I had no idea 
where to start in getting a team 
organized. I went right to Paul 
Wolf, and he got me started on 
the right track. He really knew 
his basketball." 


Perhaps Wolf’s greatest 
coaching achievement was in 
leading his State High team to a 
sectional championship in 1944 
with a starting lineup that con- 
sisted of one senior, Clarence 
Disney, and four sophomores — 
Charlie Fouty, Don Coverstone, 
Don Turner and Gene Cavolt. 

Those four sophomores failed 
to repeat as sectional champions 


* Air Conditioned 
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because Sharpe’s first 
Gerstmeyer team won in 1945 
and Honey Creek claimed its one 
and only sectional title in 1946. 


The four sophomores were 
down to two by the time the 
were seniors, Fouty explained. 
“Coverstone and Cavolt were 
called to the service before their 
senior season, so Turner and I 
were the only ones left from that 
'44 team." 


Wolf was followed as State 
High coach by the late Stan 
Smith, then Frank Clift and, 
finally, Terry Kendall. 


State's first experience with 
tournament basketball may have 
been in 1920 when the Young 
Sycamores went to the state 
tournament, played in its entire- 
ty at Indiana University. State 
was a 20-12 winner over Hunt- 
ington before being eliminated by 
Franklin, 30-8. 


That was to be the beginning of 
the legendary "Franklin Wonder 
Five," which not only won the 
state championship in 1920. but 
also in 1921 and 1922. 


Franklin's '22 championship 
was won at the expense of 
another Terre Haute team: 
Garfield. 


State High won another sec- 
tional in 1949 with a balanced 
team featuring such talent as 
Bob Wickard, Joe Houghtelin, 
Perry Brown and Jim Martin. 

Stan Smith's Young Sycamores 
won another sectional in 1965, 
thanks to the 1-2 punch of 
Darrell Felling and Kent Lamb. 
Other members of that team 
included Jim Stone, Sam Wright 
and Frankie Miles. The Young 
Sycamores defeated Schulte in 
the sectional title game. They 
then lost the first game of the 
regional to Loogootee St. John's. 

That was to be State High's 
last appearance in a regional. 
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Bruce Canal remembers his high school years

For Bruce Canal, going to State 
High School and competing in 
athletics was somewhat of a 
family affair. 

Graduating in 1976 — two 
years before the school closed — 
the two men who coached basket- 
ball in his four years there were 
his former father-in-law, Frank 
Clift, and his brother-in-law, 
Terry Kendall. 

Clift still lives in Terre Haute 
and is a regular competitor in the 
golf tourneys played at Rea Park. 

Kendall, who also coached at 
Schulte High School, later was 
the head man at schools in 
Palatka, Fla., and Decatur, IN., 
before settling down at Pearl 
River High School in Slidell, La. 
He still teaches mathematics at 
the school, but got out of coaching 
after his sons, Cliff and Terry, 
graduated in the mid 1980s. 

Canal, himself, has been a 
member of the Indiana State 
Police since 1980. He's been in 
the Putnamville District his en- 
tire tenure and now holds the 
rank of sergeant, serving as 
public information officer. 

Part of his duties is to relay 
reports to the news media, in- 
cluding The Tribune-Star. 

He recently recalled his days at 
State High and some of his 
teammates. 

His contemporaries included 
Tommy Rose, Ricky Spillers, 
Mike Joyner, Greg Lewis, John 
Childress, John Mazique, Jeff

Because State High was much 
smaller than North and South, 
Canal said, the Young Sycamores 
“savored victory” when they got 
it. “North and South expected to 
win most of the time. 

“Since we were a small school, 
you learned a lot about teamwork 
and about caring for other 
players. We didn’t have many 
standouts and we all had to pull 
together to compete,” he noted. 

is graduating class had just 
59 members in it, but being from 
a small school had its advan- 
tages, he says. “Hardly anyone 
ever got cut. If you-wanted to 
play, you played. Those days are 
gone. 

“And since we were small, the 
coaches had the chance to spend 
a lot of individual time with 
athletes,” said Canal, who com- 
peted in basketball, track and 
cross country. 

“Baseball was the only other 
sport we had. We tried to start 
wrestling, but it never got off the 
ground,” he said. 

State High was a member of 
the Tri-River Conference and, led 
by Tarrh, won a championship in 
cross country during Canal’s 
freshman year. 


Canal remembers one con- 
ference game his team won 
against Shakamak. “I didn't 


score many points, but I hit seven 
straight free throws in the final 
minute,” he said.

The boys were hardly 
up to standard since their atten- 
tion was divided between the 
many good things to eat and the 
two attractive waitresses, Evelyn 
Schomer and Marjorie Miller. It 
is surprising how much water 
boys can drink when they are 
waited on in expert fashion. Mr. 
Wolf decided that John Cushman 
was high point man, but this 
might be contested by Paul 
Griffith.
